Anthony and aaaie ether ladiea daiaaed that nnder our Federal Constitution 
as altei^d by tile adoptiaa of its 14th Ameadmeat, w a ase a had a legal ii|^ ta 
\ote at public elections, and petitioned Co ugi a aa ta awhe a federal hnr pra> 

tei ting them in the exercise of that right. 

So I 111. ■ w rit( to ;ind to other meml)ers of our N'ution.il .American 
Woman .SuHia-o .\--o< lation, to call youi attcnti'm to the abo\< mentioned 
fact, an<l to -Ofin- doi i-ion- of tl i Suiirenic ( ourt of the I niti il .<t;iti-; that 
bear upon it, in the hope that 1 may thereby induce you to join witli me and 
some other ladies, in signing a Memorial in whidi we request our National 
Americaa Wnaian Suffrage Association to adopt at itiaeKt annual coavention 
the saase Meaotation in regard to the 14th AnMadawat af oar Natiaaal Coaati- 
tution that it adopted at its annual convention «t 1914 and of 1916. 

A Rc-Jolution which said: — "We petition Congress to protect women 
a^;.■li'lt State ilcnial of tlu- l iuiit of ritizi n- of tlio I'nited States to vote for 
Members of Congress, I're.-id. ntial Kl< ctors and I'nited States Senators in 
the State wherein they reside, by making federal law.- in pursuance of that 
clause of the 14th Amendment of our National Constitution which says: — 
No State shall make or enforce any law wliidi ihall ahtidca tka piMletea or 
inuaaaities of dtiseas af the United States' ' 

Mtss Susaa B. Anthony tells ns in her Wntoaa Suffrage HistMy, VoL I, 
pages 4!)7 and tiiat on I). < emt>er 12, 1871, she, Elisabeth Cady Stanton, 
l.-alK'lla Iteecher Hooker, Eii/.alx th I,. Klanden, Olympia Brown and Josephine 
(ii ilfen, "united in a M< inorial, w Inch was pn -i riti d in the Senate and refer- 
led to the Judiciary Committ 'o, a-king for a recognition of the rights of 

women under the 14th Amendment" That this Memorial was 

addressed to "The Honorable Senate and llou.se of Representatives of the 
United Statea in Gangress assend>led," and read as follows: — "The under- 
sigaad dtiaeaa af the Uaited States, believing that under the preaeat Federal 
C u a atltuti oH all women who are dtisens of the United States have Ika rigM to 
vote, pray your honorable body to enact a law during the preseat Mirion, 
that shall as-ist and protect them in the exerri.se of that right." 

The "14tli Amend"! nt" r fei red to in the .above mentioned Memorial is 
that clause of this Amendment which says: — "No State shall make or eaf«n«e 
any law which shaD akrfdpi the prMlecea ar iaaaaadtiea af ctttaaa «f fln 
United States." 

Aad hi U75, the ttaiMMB Caart af the Uidtad Statea decided hi tka caae 
of Mn. \nrgiBia L. Miaor tiiat tkis danae af the IdOi AaHadaMak dM mtt 

.annul the word "male" in the Constitutions of our States which confined flte 
right to vote for Members of Congn :,nil Pr. sidential Electors to men, and 
thereby enable women to have a leg:d ri>;ht lo vote for the.se federal officers, 
as counsrl for .Mrs. Minor claimed that it <li<l. 

And the Court decided this, by holding or deciding in its Slaughter-House 
cases decision of 1873, that the above quoted clause of the 14th Amendment 
only prohibited States from making or enfordng laws which deprived dtiaeaa 
of aaik righta as "aaad ttair axiatenea to the Fbdaral Govanaaaat, tta 
national dmiaeter, iU CoastitatiaB or iU laws," aad ttmm deddiac flait the 
right to vote for Members of Congress and Presidential Electors did not owe 
its existence to our Federal Constitution, by deciiling that the Constitution of 
the United States <lid not confer the right of suffrage upcm "any one," by 
using the below (|Uoted words in the conclusion of it- .Minor vs. Happersett 
decision of 1875: — "Being unanimously of the opinion that the Constitution of 
the United States does not confer the right of suffrage upon any one, and 
that the Coaatitutioaa and laws of the aeveral States whidi ooaunit that 
impottaat trast to awa aloae, are aot necessarily void, we aMna tite judgment 
of the Court below." 

But the Supreme Court held in the first part of its Minor vs, Happersett 
decision of 1875, that the above i|Uot, d cl.iu-e of the 14th Amendment "pro- 
hibited" our States form making or enforcing any law which deprived female 
citiiens of the United Bftaa af aajr rigbt that dU awa ita iilrtiaui ta aar 
Federal Constitution. 

Aad hi 1884, this Court dedded that the right to vote for Members of 
Congress aad Presidential Electors owed iU eriataace to oar Federal Cca- 
titatioa, by dedding in ttie eaaa of Ex Ftete TaihrM^ of US4. ttat the 
right to vote for these fed< i-al oOeora waa sstaiad ta nitlwas by tta Origkml 
Constitution of the United States. 

So the Supreme Court has now helii in its combined Minor vs. Happersett 
and Ex Parte Varbrough deci- inns that the 14th Amendment "prohibited" 
our .States from making or enforcing any law which deprives female citizens 
of the United States of a right to vote for Members of Congress and Presi- 
deatial Btaetors. ji'^w 

Aad aiaea the ri^t of private citiaeaa ta ^Mb>„^^Mted States Ssaatora 
owes Ha e x i s tenee to the 17th Ameadment of oar NationtI Conslltation, the 
14th Amendment prohibits our States from making or enforcing any lav. 
which deprives women of a legal right to vote for United States Senators, 

as well as of a lagri right to vote ftr Mwhats af Gsagvsaa aad AmidMthd 

Electors. 

And by <loing this, the 14th Amendment has annulled the word "male" in 
tite Coastitations of tlie majority of our States wltidi confined the right to 

atom to mca, aad thereby left thdr women in poamsrioa of a l^al ri|^ to 
vote tor theae fedaral oMcers. Just as the removal of the word "male" from 
the Const Hat ilWM of daven of our States as a (lualil'ication for voting, has 
left their women in possession of a legal right to vote for Members of Con- 
gi-ess. Presidential Electors and United States Senators. 

Because the 14th Amendment is a part of our Fc<lend Constitution, which 
is the supreme law of this land, "any thing in the Con.stitution or law of any 
State to the ctmtrary notwithstanding," aa ita 6th Article expressly dedaica. 

The saaeoa that araama eaaaot exerdae thdr legal right to vote flsr tiie 
above aiwiad federal officers in the majority of our States at the present time, 
is because these States are enforcing laws which forbid their officers to reg- 
ister the names of women as legal voter- at federal as uel! a- at state elec- 
tions. An<\ l)e< ause Congre..:s has i-efuseil or neglected to make federal lav s 
under the 14th .Amendment to protect tlieir women in ( xorci.-ing their legal 
right to vote at federal i Ictions, as our National American Women Suffrage 
.Association has petitioned Congress to do. 

. I aay. aa thia Association has petitioned Coagreas to do, becaaw soon 
after the Saprease Court deddad fat the ease of Ex Parte Yaritraaih of 1884, 
that tlie right of citizens ta vote for Members of Congress and Presidential 
Electors owed its exi.stence to our Fedonil Constitution, Miss Anthony ap- 
pointed me chairnrm of the "Federal Suffrage Committee" of tur National 
.\mrican Woman Suffrage .Association, and made it the duty of this Com- 
mittee to petition Congress to make federal laws under the 14th Amendment 
to protect women against State denial of the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote at federal elections ia the State wharda tiwy reside. 

And from that day down to the preseat tiaw this AaaadsUaa baa con- 
tiaaed ta petition Coagress to do women tids ^istiee. 

We have recently been advised to stop petitioning Congress to make 
federal laws under the 14th Amendment to protect women against State de- 
nial of the right of citizens of tlie United States to vote at federal elf^ctions 
in the State when in tin y rc.-ido. and to go to asking the Supreme Court to 
protect women against State dnial of this light. 

But Congress made federal laws to protect colored men in exerdaing the 
ri(^ts that were guaranteed to tfMm againat State denial by tke ISth aad 
l&th i>mifadmwi»i af oar Natioaal Coaatitatioa. aad the 14h Amendawat is 
like tkeae twa, ia that it provides that Congress must enforce its provisions 
by "appropriate legislation." 

And the Supreme Court has declared thi.- to ]»■ a fact, by using tl.e below 
quoted words in .-peaking of the 14th, Filh and 1,'ith .Amendment- in its Ex 
Parte Virginia decision 1»7;»; "It is not .-aid the judicial power of the CJeneral 
Go\ernnn nt shall e.xtend to enforcing the prohibitions and to protecting the 
rights and immunities guaranteed. It is not said that branch of tlie Govern- 
ment shall be authorized to declare void, any action of a State ia rinlstisa af 
the prohibitions. It is the power of Coagress whidi haa been enlarged. Con- 
gress ia aathariaed ta eafeice the prohibitions by appropriate legislation. 
Some togidalioa ia eaataapiated to make the .Amendments fully elTective."

The fact that such 
warrants cannot be funded by legisla- 
tive enactment under the Constitution 
of this State, is conclusive evidence of 
the purpose of the fnuners of that in- 
stnunemt — that the General Asaembly 
dboald praride a rerenoe adequate to 
meet, without such deficit, all expenses 
incident to the proper conduct of the 
State Government at the time they are 
incurre<l. 

"The present taxing system of the 
.'^tate is not only grossly inadequate 
for the purposes for which it was de- 
signed. In the language of the ad- 
mirable lepert of the Tax Cemmiasion 
■ear bafiMa yea: there ia now no ad- 
avHte method of fMrins all property 
on the assessmoit roll, no adequate 
method of determining or fixing the 
proper taxable value, when the same 
is listed, and no adequate means for 
equalizing or equitably di.stributing 
tM burden of taxation.' 

Need is Imperative. 
"The iaMeiattve Med of imaiadiatf 
and radical tax reform has long been 
felt, and such legislation as you are 
now assembled to enact repeatedly de- 
manded by the people of this Com- 
monwealth. 

"To that end the Constitution has 
been amendeil that your powers might 
be enlarged and that you be offered 
every opportunity to give to Kentucky 
a just, progressive and modem taxing 
system— a system eqaitahiy dBa trih a t - 
ing the hardens of taxation emhrae- 
ing every character of property, tan- 
gible and intangible. The Constitu- 
tion as amended permits the adoption 
of such methods as will enable you the 
more readily to reach, for purpose* of 
taxation, property now practically ex- 
empt, and I nave every reason to be- 
lieve that when you have placed Upon 
the tax rolls hundreds of millions of 
sack hiddaa and intangible property 
tlie aeeded leventws for the proper 
maintenance of the StateOovemtnent 
may be secured while a M^jfjjt me time 
materially lightening tHP*P?Went bur- 
den upon agricultural land.s, which 
hitherto have borne a manifestly in- 
equitable share of t;ixation. 

"The task of putting into effect the 
provisions ef ewr aaHndad Caaalila 
tion may be iMIIcalt. tt Is, however, 
no new question, and a short review 
of the history of this legislation can 
leave in the minds of no unbia.sed citi- 
zen any doubt of the plain and lnii)er- 
ative purpose of an overwhelming ma- 
jority of the electors of Kentucky that 
this work be done thoroughly and im- 
meiiiately. 

"By virute of the record amendment 
to which I base lefened— 

"The Geaeral Aaaembly riiall 
have power to divide property 
into classes and to determine what 
classor classes of property shall 
be subject to local taxation.' " 
A Twofold Purpose.

"First — By imposing a rate collect-

On Feb- 
ruary !», li>12, the proposed amend- 
ment passed the Senate by a vote of 
;U to 1. This amendment, with an 
added referendum, pas.sed the House 
March 1 by a vote of 78 to 3. Sub- 
mitted to the voters at the November 
election, 1913, it was adopted hy a ma- 
jer^^ W ■ awjto jiwe^ 

"Ibe Secretary of State had failed 
to comply with the provisions of the 
law governing the submission of such 
amendments, it was again introduced 
at the .session of KM 4, passing the 
Senate, Februar}- 27. by a vote of 2!) 
to 1, and the Hou.se March 17, by a 
vote of 72 to UI. 

"This amendmnet being a second 
time submitted to the voters at the 
succeeding general election, was a- 
dopted by a majority of 32,027.
